| Pon the 23th of April, being S. Georges day, about ſeven in the | 
Morning, the King took Water from the Privy Stairs at Whitehall, 
| | and landed at the Parliament Stairs, . from whence he went upto 
the Princes Lodgings ; where, after he had repoſed himlelf, he 
was arrayed in Royal Robes of Crimſon Velvet, furr'd with Er- 
- mine, by which time the Nobility being come together, Robed themſelves in 
. the Lords Houſe and Painted Chamber. 
| The Judges alſo with thoſe of the long Robe, the Knights of the Bath (then 
- intheir Robes of Purple Sattin lined with white Tafficy) and Gentlemen of the 
- Privy Chamber, met in the Court of Requeſts, and being drawn down into 
Weſtminſter Hall, where this great ſolemnity (ordered by the Officers at Arms) 
| began. The Nobility, in their proper Robes, carrying their Coronets in their 
Hands, proceeded according to their ſeveral dignities and degrees, before His 
Majeſty upto his Throne of State, which was rais'd at the Weſt end of the Hall, 
placing themſelves upon each {ide thereof. | 2 
The King being ſet in a rich Chair under a Glorious Cloth of State, Sir Gilbert 
Talbot Knight Maſter of the Jewel Houſe, preſented the Sword of State, as 
alſo the Sword called Curtana, and two other Swords, to the Lord high Conſta- 
te--who took and delivered them to the Lord high Chamberlain, and ie laid , 
then upon the Table before the King, andin the like manner the Spurs..

Immediatly after, the Dean and Prebends of Weſtmin/ter, by whom the 
Regalia had been brought in Proceſſion from the Ab "Fiminſter Hall ; 


being veſted-in rich Copes, came up from the lower end thereof. 


Who paſling through the Hall, and making their due Reyerences in / 
three places, and towards the upper end, the Quires and Officers at Arms fal- 
ling off on each fide, the Dean and Prebends aſcended the Steps, at the top : 
whereof,.-Garter Principal, King of Arms ſtanding, conducted them to the 
Table placed before the Throne, where making their laſt Reyerence, the. 
Dean firſt preſented the Crown, which was by the Lord high Conſtable and 
Lord Great Chamberlain, ſer upon the Table, who likewiſe received from the. * 
Prebends the Regalia, which they carried, and laid them alſo by the Crown. 

Then the Lord Great Chamberlain preſenting the Regalia leverallyto the 
King, His Majelty dilpoled of them to the Noble Men which carryed them in 3 
the proceeding. : | :
